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National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  panels  recently  recommended 
that  the  Montana  Arts  Council 
receive  five  grants  totaling 
$237,000,  for  special  projects  that 
will  broaden  the  scope  of  arts 
activities  supported  and  offered  in 
the  state. 

The  grants  are  specifically 
targeted  at  rural  and  underserved 
areas  of  the  state.  The  federal 
money  was  set  aside  for  such 
projects  this  year. 

The  awards  must  be  approved 
by  NEA  Chairman  John 
Frohnmayer,  and  notification  was 
expected  in  late  September. 

The  largest  of  the  new  grants  — 
$119,500  over  a  two-year  period 
—  will  support  the  efforts  of  nine 
statewide  service  organizations  that 
will  provide  programs  for  rural  and 
other  underserved  communities. 
The  efforts  will  expand  arts 
opportunities  in  those  areas. 

The  groups,  and  their  planned 
projects,  are: 

•  The  Montana  Alliance  for  Arts 
Education,  which  will  expand  its 
Montana  Art/Education  Institute  to 
include  drama,  dance  and  music 
offerings,  in  addition  to  the  visual 
arts  offerings  now  available.  The 
program  provides  teachers,  artists, 
students  and  administrators  with 
instruction  in  technical  methods  of 
teaching  the  arts. 

•  The  Montana  Art  Gallery 
Directors  Association,  which  will 
increase  exhibition  support  to  rural 
arts  centers.  The  additional  support 
will  free  up  funds  for  the  centers  to 
use  on  other  programs. 

•  The  Montana  Association  of 


Symphony  Orchestras,  which  will 
help  underserved  communities 
bring  in  musicians  from  larger 
orchestras. 

•  The  Montana  Dance  Arts 
Association,  which  will  provide 
more  financial  assistance  for 
dancers  to  attend  its  workshops 
and  obtain  instruction  out  of  state. 

•  Montana  Indian 
Contemporary  Artists,  which  will 
contract  for  the  administration  of 
its  annual  art  symposium,  the 
curation  of  visual  arts  exhibitions, 
the  development  of  a  slide  registry 
and  production  of  a  newsletter. 

•  Montana  Institute  of  the  Arts 
Foundation,  which  will  develop  a 
statewide  computer  network  to 
electronically  link  staffed  arts 
organizations.  The  network  will, 
among  other  things,  provide 
access  to  databases  for  fundraising 
and  resource  sharing. 

•  Montana  Performing  Arts 
Consortium,  which  will  provide 
technical  assistance  to  rural  arts 
presenters  to  build  on  their 
management,  promotion  and  fund¬ 
raising  skills. 

•  Montana  Public  Television 
Association,  which  will  hire  a 
video  artist  for  a  residency  project. 
The  artist  will  train  low-power 
public  TV  stations  in  production 
and  post-production  techniques. 

•  Montana  State  Theatre 
Association,  which  will  use  the 
funds  to  provide  speakers  and 
technical  workshop  leaders  at  its 
annual  festival  and  to  expand  its 
newsletter. 

The  Council  also  received 
$50,000  to  provide  technical 
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Rural  Projects 

assistance  to  developing  local  arts 
agencies  and  to  volunteer, 
beginning  and/or  professional  arts 
agencies  in  rural  areas.  Part  of  the 
grant  will  be  used  to  contract  with  a 
full-time  rural  arts  specialist,  who 
will  travel  around  the  state  and 
work  specifically  with  rural 
communities.  The  two-year  project 
is  designed  to  support  development 
of  rural  cultural  plans,  increase  the 
number  of  rural  participants  in  the 
local  arts  agency  effort,  increase  the 
number  of  regional  arts  efforts  and 
improve  the  success  ratio  of  rural 
groups  seeking  grants. 

Another  $40,000  grant  will  allow 
the  Council  to  support  the 
stabilization  and  growth  of 
established  rural  arts  organizations 
whose  financial  bases  have  eroded 
over  the  past  several  years.  The 
program  seeks  to  help  the  groups 
maintain  their  artistic  quality, 
solidify  their  role  in  the  rural  areas 
and  expand  their  offerings  over  a 
three-year  period.  The  Council  will 
apply  for  similar  $40,000  grants  in 
each  of  the  next  two  years,  to 
continue  the  program. 

The  Council’s  Folklife  Programs 
received  a  $10,000  grant  to 
augment  its  existing  folk  arts 
apprenticeship  program.  The  money 
will  be  used  specifically  to  fund 
five  Indian  folk  arts  apprenticeships 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Council  also  successfully 
submitted  an  application  on  behalf 
of  the  Missoula  Cultural  Exchange, 
the  local  arts  agency  in  Missoula. 
The  $17,566  grant  will  allow  the 
group  to  hire  its  first  full-time,  paid 
executive  director. 
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WESTAF  Gathers  Ideas  During  Literature  Meeting 


The  Western  regional  arts 
organization  is  planning  changes  in 
its  literature  program,  following  a 
two-day  “idea  exchange”  that 
brought  together  writers, 
publishers,  book  distributors  and 
representatives  of  state  arts 
agencies. 

Among  other  things,  the 
Western  States  Arts  Federation 
(WESTAF)  plans  to: 

•  Change  the  makeup  of  the 
advisory  committee  for  its  Book 
Award  program,  make  the  awards 
on  an  annual  basis  and  hold  the 
awards  ceremony  in  conjunction 
with  other  literature-related  events. 

•  Develop  information-exchange 
efforts,  such  as  a  newsletter,  a 
directory  of  publishers  and 
distributors  in  the  West  and  a 
resource  catalog  of  writing  and 
publishing  materials. 

•  Provide  technical  assistance  to 
writers  and  publishers,  such  as 
seminars  on  the  business  aspects  of 
writing  and  on  how  organizations 
can  obtain  non-profit  status. 

•  Work  on  setting  up  writers’ 
exchanges  and  making  it  easier  for 
groups  to  find  writers  from  other 
states  for  their  programs  or  for 
workshops. 

“Those  are  four  things  that  we 
can  do  right  away,”  WESTAF 
Literature  Coordinator  Robert 
Sheldon  said  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  Aug.  16-18  meeting. 

And  he  stressed  that  the 
federation  also  would  look  into 
long-term  efforts  to  benefit  the 
field,  such  as  developing  programs 
to  reach  new  audiences  and 
conducting  a  study  of  the  effects 
literature  activities  have  on  the 
region’s  economy. 

The  Western  States  Arts 
Federation  organized  the  meeting 
to  listen  to  the  concerns  of  various 
groups  involved  in  literature  and 
garner  suggestions  for  programs 
that  would  strengthen  literature 
efforts  in  the  region.  The 
discussions  touched  on  topics 
ranging  from  poet  laureates  to  the 


outlook  for  book  distribution  to  the 
need  for  a  national  and,  perhaps, 
regional  agenda  for  literature. 

Montana  representatives  to  the 
meeting  were  Rick  Newby  of 
Helena,  a  writer  and  chairman  of 


the  advisory  committee  for  the 
Montana  Center  for  the  Book;  Lee 
Evans  of  Missoula,  a  writer  and 
member  of  Hellgate  Writers;  and 
Sue  O’Connell  of  the  Montana  Arts 
Council. 


Baird  Turns  Video  Camera  on  Life 


Editor’s  note:  This  is  the  first  in  a  series  of  profiles  on  recipients  of  the 
1990-91  Montana  Arts  Council  fellowships  to  individual  artists. 

When  Joel  Baird  came  to  the  University  of  Montana  in  1983,  he  was 
working  on  his  MFA  degree  in  printmaking. 

He  felt  that  field  would  fit  in  with  the  work  he  had  been  doing  in 

photography,  an  art  he  had  studied 
at  the  undergraduate  level  at  New 
York  University,  the  Rhode  Island 
School  of  Design  and  Grinnell 
College  in  Iowa. 

Baird  also  had  worked  with 
video  art,  and  when  he  and  several 
others  in  the  MFA  prgram  began 
"playing”  with  video  cameras  for  a 
project  one  quarter,  his  interest  in 
that  medium  grew. 

Since  then,  Baird  and  a  fellow 
MFA  student  —  Rick  Phillips  — 
have  been  working  on  video 
projects  that  Baird  describes  as  “short,  poetic,  music-based  art  video.” 
They  take  a  fine-art  approach  to  their  work,  developing  the  visual 
character  and  appearances  of  the  film,  he  said. 

The  pieces  generally  run  anywhere  from  30  seconds  to  seven  minutes. 
Baird  says  he  and  Phillips  put  these  segments  together,  “trying  to 
anthologize  the  short  statements  into  a  longer,  related  statement.” 

Their  half-hour  collections  have  aired  on  cable-access  television  in 
Missoula  and  Great  Falls.  The  collections  included  “Ghost  Stories,” 
featuring  pieces  on  the  supernatural  and  memory,  and  “Dream  Catalog,” 
focusing  on  dream  states  and  imagery. 

Baird,  33,  has  been  active  in  Missoula  Community  Access  Television 
and  now  serves  as  secretary  of  the  organization.  He  also  works  at 
Missoula’s  Crystal  Theater,  to  support  himself  and  his  art  work. 

“But  it’s  nice,  because  I  get  to  see  a  lot  of  art  video  and  art,”  he  said. 
“It’s  almost  like  working  in  a  library  of  your  own  interest.” 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  fellowship  is  not  the  first  award  he  has 
won.  Baird  and  Phillips  received  a  Western  States  Arts  Federation  media 
fellowship  in  1989  and  have  also  received  a  grant  from  Art  Matters,  a 
private  foundation.  Both  were  for  specific  projects. 

The  Council’s  $2,000  fellowship  can  be  used  at  the  artist’s  discretion, 
and  Baird  plans  to  buy  a  personal  video  camera  with  it. 

“I  imagine  it’s  going  to  change  my  work  quite  a  bit,”  he  said.  “I  intend 
to  get  this  thing  and  carry  it  about  everywhere.” 

That  will  allow  him  to  catch  events  as  they  occur,  he  explained,  thus 
adding  “much  more  real-life  imagery”  to  the  pieces  he  and  Phillips  do. 


Baird 
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Grant  Funds 
Education  Pilots

A  federal  planning  grant 
designed  to  make  the  arts  basic  to 
education  will  be  available  this 
year,  to  fund  pilot  projects  at  three 
sites  around  the  state. 

The  Council  received  a  one- 
year  extension  for  the  $19,900, 
which  was  originally  awarded  by 
the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  a  year  ago. 

The  pilot  projects  are  expected 
to  draw  attention  to  arts  education 
activities  and  result  in  plans  that 
can  be  used  by  other  school 
districts  and  communities.  The 
plans  will  encompass  all  the  arts 
and  look  at  ways  to  integrate  the 
arts  with  other  subjects. 

The  grant  will  fund  a  process 
that  calls  for  the  creation  of 
planning  committees  in  each  of 
the  selected  sites.  The  committees 
will  meet  at  least  eight  times  over 
the  year,  to  develop: 

•  A  statement  of  philosophy  of 
arts  education, 

•  A  local  needs  assessment, 

•  And  a  plan  to  make  the  arts 
basic  in  that  school  or  district 
within  three  to  five  years. 

Consultants  will  be  available  to 
assist  the  committees  over  the 
course  of  the  year. 

The  grant  also  will  allow  the 
Council  to  distribute  the  recently 
published  Montana 
Comprehensive  Arts  Education 
Plan,  developed  by  the  Council, 
the  Office  of  Public  Instruction 
and  the  Montana  Alliance  for  Arts 
Education.  It  also  will  use  arts 
education  activities  and  explore 
the  use  of  media  technology  to 
share  resources  and  materials 
among  schools  and  districts. 

Although  the  Council  received 
the  grant  a  year  ago,  the  project 
was  delayed  because  the  Office  of 
Public  Instruction  had  not  yet 
filled  a  position  needed  to  help 
administer  the  program. 


ArtistSearch  Hit 
by  Budget  Cuts 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  is 
reducing  the  number  of  ArtistSearch 
issues  published  this  fiscal  year, 
because  of  budget  cuts  ordered  for 
state  agencies. 

Along  with  other  state  agencies, 
the  Council  recently  was  required  to 
identify  ways  in  which  to  cut  its 
budget  8  percent  because  of  the 
expected  shortfall  in  state  revenues. 
The  agency’s  planned  cuts  include 
publishing  two  combined  issues  of 
ArtistSearch,  rather  than  one  issue 
each  month  as  is  typically  done. 

The  November/December  and 
January/February  issues  will  be 
combined.  The  Council  staff  felt 
those  months  usually  offered  the 
smallest  number  of  new 
opportunities  for  artists  and  thus 
combining  them  should  have  the 
least  effect  on  subscribers. 

Because  those  issues  will  be 
combined,  it’s  extremely  important 
for  organizations  wishing  to  submit 
calls  for  entries,  information  for 
news  articles  or  dates  for  the 
calendar  to  do  so  EARLY! 

The  deadline  for  submissions 
will  be  Oct.  20  for  the  November/ 
December  issue  and  Dec.  10  for  the 
January/February  issue. 

ABB  Sets  Dates 
for  Conference 

Coming  off  its  successful 
meeting  in  Miles  City  this  past 
June,  Art  Beyond  Boundaries  is 
already  planning  next  year’s 
conference. 

The  five-state  conference  for 
rural  arts  groups  will  be  held  June 
26-28  in  Chadron,  Nebraska. 

The  conference  is  helpful  to 
community  arts  councils  and  art 
centers,  artists,  performing 
companies  and  arts  educators.  The 
conference  will  include  a  one-day 
training  session  on  the 


fundamentals  of  local  arts  agency 
management. 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  can 
provide  partial  support  for 
registration,  travel,  rooms  and 
meals.
